The Silver Anniversary National 


Man-O-War 30th and Ellenvale Bonheur Ormsby Posch 3d 
Worthy Champions; Elmwood Takes Premier Honors

WENTY-ONE exhibitors from eleven states brought 
T out 203 head for the individual Holstein classes to 

make up one of the best quality Holstein shows in 
the history of the breed, for the Silver Anniversary Na- 
tional at St. Louis, October 13-14. The numbers were 
down slightly from last year, when 269 head of this breed 
were shown in the open classes; but in the matter of 
quality, the 1931 National exhibit is not forced to yield to 
any previous exhibit. As at Waterloo and throughout the 
Middle West Fair circuit, Elmwood Farms, Deerfield, 
Illinois, overran all competition and took both Premier 
Exhibitor and Premier Breeder honors by a wide margin. 
Their winnings included eight out of eighteen blue ribbons, 
in addition to first in all four of the Pre-Futurity classes, 
and three out of the four championships, the first time any 
exhibitor in our breed has brought out this number of 
champions, since Hazelwood came out of the West in 1912. 
The Elmwood four-year-old winner at Waterloo, Ellenvale 
Bonheur Ormsby Posch 3d, repeated her winnings here 
and makes a very acceptable National grand champion for 
1931. Elmwood’s two undefeated junior champions, Sir 
Fobes Ormsby Hazelwood and Bessie Ormsby Gladice, 
wound up their season’s showing for this honor.

King Bessie Korndyke Ormsby, the twice All-American 
son of King Bessie Ormsby Pietertje, continued his unde- 
feated sweep through the two-year-old class for Elmwood 
without serious challenge here. This bull weighs, we 
understand, over 2,300 lbs. and carries his great size with 
no. suggestion of coarseness. He shows remarkable 
strength of back and through the heart and shoulder. This 
bull’ was a stern contender for senior championship 
honors and in fact beat the grand champion here at their 
first meeting of the year earlier in the season. With a more 

leasing head, he might easily have turned the tables here. 
Mount Riga Sir Hazel, last year’s Reserve All-American 
Junior Yearling for C. E. Griffith, placed second. This 
bull is handicapped by short age in the class and was not 
in.as good condition as at Waterloo, due to an attack of

pheumonia contracted before leaving Waterloo. He is a 
bull of unusual quality. Judge Holtby had some problems 
in getting this class lined up but finally put Pevely Piehe 
Creator, from Pevely Dairy, and Ollie Mutual Tritomia, 
from Kentucky Houses of Reform, in third and fourth 
positions, above Sir Colantha Homestead Tidy, the Mount 
Angel entry. In the matter of size, this bull would have 
fitted into the line best next to King Bessie Korndyke 
Ormsby. Along with his size, he is a mighty well turned 
bull although inclined to be coarse and somewhat lacking 
in breed character. Tritomia Homestead King, the Wis- 
consin Board of Control entry that has been doing so well 
with the Eastern herd, in sixth place had some ringside 
friends for a considerably higher location in the line. Sir 
Billy Jennie De Kol wound up a disappointing season for 
Dunloggin at the foot of the line. He is badly out of condi- 
tion, following his serious lameness at the earlier shows.

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The Silver Anniversary National 


AST week. the eyes of the dairy world were cen- 
a. tered on St Louis and the National Dairy Exposi- 

tion, celebrating its Silver Anniversary. From the 
standpoint of dairy cattle exhibits this show measured 
well up to any previous exposition. The herd owners 
did their part with an outpouring of quality equal to 
the best in history. There were no signs of depression 
in the cattle arena. The commercial exhibits—an im- 
portant source of revenue for the Exposition—were 
greatly curtailed, and the attendance, hampered by 
rainy, disagreeable weather for a good part of the week, 
was far below expectations. Foreseeing this possibility, 
the National Dairy Association, which sponsors the show, 
had secured pledges from various sources to underwrite 
the expected deficit. The management made an effort 
to attract more local city attendance by installing a mid- 
way outside and putting on a program of musical and 
circus acts in the afternoons. The midway definitely 
cheapened the whole show, and the afternoon entertain- 
ment program, aside from one very excellent tight wire 
aerial number, so far as we saw it, was a complete tlop. 
But the judging was hurried in order to make way for 
this type of so-called entertainment by 3.00 P. M. e2ack 
day. Perhaps these features were necessary in the 
effort to bolster the local ticket sale, but they failed of 
their purpose and merely succeeded in lowering the 
whole tone of the Exposition. 

We do not want to sound unduly critical of the 
National management. We have been pretty consistent 
boosters for the National year in and year out, and per- 
haps we have earned the right to say that the friendly 
spirit between management and exhibitors, so noticeable 
at shows like Waterloo, Brockton and others we could 
mention, was painfully lacking. Perhaps, it was a mat- 
ter of nerves engendered by financial and other worries, 
but it seemed to us from merely casual observation that 
the exhibitors were regarded not as valued and neces- 
sary cooperators in the success of the effort—but rather 
as inmates of an institution who must be treated firmly 
in order to prevent over-stepping the rules. Fewer rules 
—less obvious and tactless enforcement of them—and 
more of the host-spirit on the part of the management 
would go far in building up continued breeder enthu- 
siasm and support for the National, which is essential 
to its future success. 

It was hoped by all concerned that the location in 
the splendid new quarters at St. Louis would mark the 
turning point in the fortunes of the National Dairy 
Exposition. Unfortunately the past two years have been 
difficult ones for an enterprise of this nature. No secret 
was made of the fact that the company which owns the 
Arena plant is having financial difficulties and has been 
unable to meet all its obligations to the Dairy Show. 

Talk was rife at St. Louis-as to a possible change of 
scene for the National Dairy Show. While the location 
is not central for the Holstein industry, we think every 
effort should be made to carry out the original five-year 
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agreement with the St. Louis people (now three years 
along) if they can possibly swing their end of it. The 
Arena was constructed especially to meet our needs, ang 
it must not be said that the Dairy Industry failed to 
carry out its part of the agreement that furnished the 
original basis for the Arena building. The whole gsypb- 
ject will doubtless come up for more or less discussion 
when the National Dairy Association holds its annua] 
meeting in Chicago in December. 





Build For Tomorrow 
HESE are times when we are looking for values— 
I are trying to make our buying dollars perform 
maximum service. And the bargains of today are 
by no means limited to the stock market. 

Certainly it has been many a day since the buyer’s 
dollar would go as far in the purchase of good dairy 
cattle, and while Holstein prices appear to have held up 
as well as any of the breeds, we can claim no exemption 
from the effects of the general situation. Real bargains 
are available from: breeders with surplus stock to offer 
or who are dispersing their herds for one reason or an- 
other. We are glad to note that there is no stampede 
to unload good cattle, because owners know they are 
worth more to keep than they are to sell at present price 
levels. But what an opportunity presents itself to the 
man who is in a position to buy at this time. Good 
judgment in selection of breeding animals now will put 
many a breeding establishment in the front rank a few 
years hence for a total investment that would have 
secured only an ordinary herd in 1929. Estate owners 
and men of means who want only the best, under wise 
guidance can achieve their ambitions now at a very 
modest cost, comparatively speaking, with due regard for 
the fact that there will never be a surplus of the real 
tops. 

Smaller breeders and the better dairymen among 
grade owners, even though lacking ready money, will do 
well to take advantage of this period to cull rigidly from 
their present herds and invest the proceeds in a smaller 
number of good pure bred Holsteins. Even though the 
slaughter price of culls is low, this class of animals is 
a liability to keep and will never increase materially in 
value, even when times improve, while the good pure 
breds will not only pay their way directly at the pail but 
will form the foundation for a later herd of quality and 
profit. 

The times demand more efficient production. The 
small dairyman and herd owner of limited means is least 
able of all to afford to keep animals of undesirable 
type and poor producing ability. 

The foundations for tomorrow’s prosperity are laid 
in today’s period of sepreesion.

At Waterloo, as our 
readers will remember, he headed the aged bull class 
and went through to Senior and Grand Championship 
of the show. He was brought out for this show in regu- 
lar breeding condition and on account of the demand for 
his services at home was exhibited only at Waterloo.

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factorily his early promise as an individual. He is also 
doing good work as a sire, with his first daughters now 
on test promising up to over 640 lbs. fat in two-year-old 
form.

was no exception. Seventeen. survived the first cut, and 
Miss Lassie Ormsby, last year’s National Grand Champion 
and Reserve All-American Aged Sow, was first picked out 
to head the short line. She is showing better in the udder 
than ever before this year and retains her flash and sweet- 
ness but carrying a rough tailhead and needing a bit more 
strength in the loin. For his second choice Judge Holtby 
picked Pabst Fashionable Lady, one of the well-known 
daughters of Creator. She is a real dairy cow, as her 
record of 756 lbs. fat in three-year-old form bears testi- 
mony. She is inclined to be thick in the shoulder and 
rather short-necked, but with such production. no one could 
find much fault with putting her up in any ring. In third 
position came Piebe Paulina Hengerveld, the cow that has 
done so well with the Wisconsin Board of Control eastern 
herd this season, a very well-balanced cow without many 
serious faults. In fourth place came the Mt. Angel College 
cow, Tillamook Lilith Beauty, that has been doing mighty 
well for them on the Western circuit. She is a smooth, 
low-built cow, quite similar in type to those just above her 
in the line. In fifth place was M B Ormsby Wayne, prob- 
ably as good a bodied and rumped cow as there was in the 
whole line and one that, with a little fixing in the udder 
and right back of the shoulders, would be almost unbeat- 
able. In sixth position was the Pevely cow, Bass Lake 
Ormsby Tillie, perhaps the best uddered cow in the ring, 
although her stable mate, Piek Spring Pabst Polkadot, a 
daughter of Johanna Rag Apple Pabst, and rather too good 
a cow to be left out of the money entirely, is in about the 
same class with respect to udder. Another Mt. Angel 
cow, M A C Valdessa Fayne Duchess, just fresh and carry- 
ing an immense vessel, as the British dairy papers are 
wont to say, was in seventh place, giving Mt. Angel two 
in this line-up. In eighth place was Tidy Ormsby Sensa- 
tion Johanna, a ten-year-old daughter of Ormsby Sensation, 
recently purchased by Elmwood from J. B. Irwin. She 
was one of the biggest cows in the whole ring and cer- 
tainly the coarsest. Mt. Pleasant Violet Pietertje, the 
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lowa Board of Control cow in ninth place, is a money cow 
most everywhere, while Griffith’s St. Olaf Colantha Wild 
Rose 2d (940 lbs. fat) was undoubtedly one of the great 
dairy cows in, the ring but not carrying enough middle at 
present. Undoubtedly the greatest surprise and dis- 
appointment to the ringside generally in placing this class 
was lack of consideration given to the Dunloggin star, 
Elenora Della Burke, fresh from her grand championship 
at Eastern States. She is showing in rather thin condi- 
tion, although in beautiful bloom right from the test barn 
at the start of the show season. She is now close to 
freshening, although her udder is not yet fully made up; 
but the general style, quality and substance of this cow 
had made her a leading contender in the advance dope 
on the class and in the expectation of many of the ring- 
side while this class was being placed.

This class was a renewal of the battle between the 
two sensational four-year-olds, Ellenvale Bonheur Ormsby 
Posch 3d, from Elmwood, and Silver Glen Clothilde 
Ormsby, the Wisconsin grand champion, for Silver Glen 
Farm, with the same result as at Waterloo when the Ellen- 
vale heifer topped the class and then went through to 
senior and grand championship. This inbred daughter of 
Marathon Ormsby Fobes is promising between 900 and 
960 lbs. fat in the current lactation. The Silver Glen heifer 
is also on test, threatening the world’s record for milk 
in her class with an average of almost 100 lbs. a day 
for the first seven months of her test. It seemed like a 
little closer fit between the pair than at Waterloo, and they 
are a truly sensational pair of four-year-olds. Netherland 
Belle Homestead, three times All-American winner just 
fresh at Waterloo, was in third place. We understand she 
is producing well but suffered somewhat in comparison 
with the two phenomenal producers above her. Pabst 
Prilly Cornflower, a daughter of King Segis Alcartra Prilly, 
out of Pabst Korndyke Cornflower 2d, a former Reserve 
All-American from Pabst Farms, was in fourth place. 
Nywood Fobes Lass, the Illinois grand champion from Elm 
wood, who has been consistently near the top of this class 
throughout the year, freshened the day before and was 
considerably out of show form on this day and could do 
no better than ninth.

The Three-Year-Olds (13) 

Chief interest in this class centered in the first meet- 
ing of Strathmore Ruby Matchless, Dunloggin’s unbeaten 
eastern, star, and Empire Ormsby Lassie Maid, Griffith's 
famous maternal sister of Miss Lassie Ormsby, unbeaten 
through the Middle West. Ruby has developed into one 
of the biggest three-year-olds we have ever seen, although 
only a couple of weeks out of the two-year-old class in 
age, and is soon due to freshen.

vitamins. We note that they also 
furnish White Swan chocolate in 
half-pint bottles to all the schools 
of Erie, this being made of certified 
milk flavored with chocolate. 


Paul C. Adams, Portland, Oregon, 
writes concerning the milk situation 
in his section, as follows: “The milk 
producers of this section have just 
won out in a milk war against Port- 
land and Salem distributors, and 
while the fight lasted it was hot and 
busy. Although the strike was settled 
by an arbitration committee early in 
August, things have been pretty much 
upset here until recently, as the dis- 
tributors have been engaged in a local 














price war which has forced wholesale 
milk down to as low as six cents per 
quart. This has only indirectly affect- 
ed the producers, but has not been a 
stimulus in the use of milk by Port- 
land people. Distributors are now on 
contract to pay the Dairy Cooperative 
Association, which handles about 96% 
of the milk in Portland-Salem milk 
sheds, $2.174% per 100 for 4% milk. 
The association handles the surplus, 
and the pool price to members has 
run from $1.93 to $1.96 per hundred 


since the settlement of the milk 
strike. However, all producers are 
now on the market, while three 


months ago a dairyman never knew 
whether he would have a market the 
next 24 hours or not.” 


LEAGUE PRICE FOR SEPT. 

New York. Oct. 24—tThe basic net 
pool price paid for September milk 
produced by members of the Dairy- 
men’s League Cooperative Associtaion, 
Inc., was $1.75 per 100 pounds for 3.5 
milk. 

This is eight cents per 100 pounds 
higher than the return for August 
milk, 23 cents above the July return, 
and 41 cents above June. 

Tremendous milk production all 
through the New York milk shed 
and a low ratio of fluid consumption 
are largely responsible for the fact 
that the September return is lower 
than it has been during some years. 

Despite the fact that fluid milk 
demand is off, League members 
were producing around 20 pounds 
per day per dairy more in September 
than they did during the same 
month last vear. There was no 
fluid market demand for this higher 
production. As a result huge vol- 
umes of milk had to be marketed in 
lowpriced manufacturing classifica- 
tions.

Adsit & Ter- 
pening, of Jamesville, N. Y., secured 
a bargain when they bid last on 
another Elmwood bull, Hark Sarcas- 
tic Canary. an 11-months-old son of 


King Bessie Colantha Hark and Sister

$125.

“Without a bull club we never 
could afford the use of bulls whose 
dams have records of 640 to 988 
pounds of fat. The best part of it is 
that we have had the use of the bulls 
for about $5 a cow. That is what 
cooperation has done for us. That 
is less than it costs the average 
dairyman to keep a bull.” 

A study of the cost of keeping a 
bull was made in Medina county a 
few years ago. The average on farms 
which kept a bull continuously was 
$10.11 cents a cow. Farms that kept 
bulls continuously averaged 14.4 
cows a farm, and the costs on indi- 
vidual farms varied from $66.73 to 
$192.03 a cow. Thus Medina county 
dairymen have been getting the serv- 
ice of bulls from dams with records 
of 1,000 pounds of butter a year at 
less than half what it would have 
cost them to keep such a bull as the 
average dairyman can afford. 

“Just to show how Medina county 
dairymen value heifers from the club 
bulls, let me cite some sales and pur- 
chases I have made recently,’’ said 
J. C. Indoe. ‘‘Low as cattle prices 
have been, I got a few days ago $225 
for a daughter of one of the bulls. 
About the same time I bought three 
cows that were averaging 60 pounds 
of milk a day for $105, $115. and 
$127.50, respectively. 

‘Most of the cows from these bulls 
that I have sold bought $250 to 
$300. I got $410 for one; and 
another, after she had made a rec- 
ord as a 2-year-old of 372.4 pounds 
of fat, brought $760. The latter cow. 
as a 4-year-old, made more than 
28.000 pounds of milk and more 
than 880 pounds of fat.’’ 

With cattle prices lower’ than 
when the first bulls were bought, the 
club has obtained three younger bulls 
at prices ranging from $500 to $750. 
One of those purchased for $500 was 
from a cow with a record of more 
than 960 pounds of fat in a year. 

Bulls were financed by members 
subscribing for one $20 share of 
stock for each cow he expected to 
breed to the bulls. For instance, the 
member who bought 10 shares at 
$200 was entitled to breed 10 cows 
a year at no extra charge. He could 
breed additional cows, however. at 
$10 each.
